A d r ia n, M ich, Oct. 2 —This was the 
great day of Lenawee County lair. 
The 
weather was all that 
could have been 
desired, and the city was early crowded 
with a greater number of visitors than eyer 
assembled here before. 
This afternoon at 3 o’clock the grounds 
were a perfect jam ot people, and the 
grand stand, newly erected, was packed 
to witness the exercises on the track. 
A 
class of gentleman’s driving horses. Dou­ 
ble teams, had ie 4 sent around the track, 
aud the band, occupying the front and 
center ol the grand 8* .ad, had just begun 
to play while the judges were affixing the 
premium ribbons, when, with a terrible 
crash the stand broke bown. 
It gave way first in the center. 
Then 
the front fell outward to the track, and 
the back lell into the river. At once en­ 
sued a scene of indescribable confusion. 
Buggies were overturned; horses dashed 
frantically up the track ooly lo meet. a 
crowd of people flocking to the scene of 
the disaster. 
Those who were only slightly injured 
came crawling out of the mass of ruiue 
showing numerous contusions, and then 
began the work of dragging lrom the de­ 
bris those who were more severely in ­ 
jured. 
Tuere were in the neighborhood ot 2,000 
people on the grand stand, aud a large 
crowd iu the space beneath. 
As soon as possible the Opera Uou>e 
wt?9 opened, and many of the dead and 
wounded taken there. 
J8ix have beeu killed outright, and more 
thau 50 wounded. 
The excitement in the city immediately 
succeeding the accident was indescribable. 
Pareu's were frantically lookmg lor their 
children ; children were looking for their 
parents ; women went into hysterics, and 
strong men 
cried on the 
streets as 
they heard the 
terrible news.

of the injured are among our hest citi­ 
zens.

Opcn'ng of the First Passenger Rail­ 
road in the World. I 
Baltimore Americas. 
Just forty-nine years ago—that is Sep­ 
tember 15,1830—the first passenger rail­ 
road in England, the Liverpool and Man­ 
chester railway, was opened with great 
ceremony. A year before a prize of £500 
had been offered for the best locomotive 
engine, which had been won by Robert 
Stephenson’s Rocket, upon which was 
subsequently modeled the old grasshopper 
engines of tbe Baltimore and. Ohio rail­ 
road, their appearance being suggestive of 
their name. Eight locomotive engines 
had been completed and upon the line, and 
all had been tasted with entire success. To 
every engine was attached four passenger 
carriages, tach cont lining twenty persons. 
The first engine, the Northumbrian, drew 
the most distiugu;shed guests—the Duke 
of Wellington, air Robert Peel, and other 
members ot the ministry. It had one line 
of tbe double track to itself. Tbe other 
seven locomotives, with their carriages, 
followed each other on the other line. The 
procession started from Liverpool at l l 
o’clock, with Hags, music, fine weather, and 
great enthusiasm. Seventeen miles from 
Liverpool they stopped to take in water, 
and in order to afford the Duke of Wel­ 
lington an opportunity of seeing the pro­ 
cession, tho seven locomotives, with their 
carnages, were ordered to pars slowly by 
the Noithumbrian standing on its track. 
Several gentlemen alighted while the loco­ 
motives were taking in water, and one of 
them, Mr. lluskisson, member of the Par­ 
liament for Liverpool, and an earnest sup­ 
porter of tbe railroad cause, catching 
sight of the Duke of Wellington, between 
whom and himself there had been some 
political coolness, ran eagerly across the 
track to shake him by tbe hand. At that 
moment the order was given for the seven 
engines to move forward. 
Mr. Huskisson 
was bewildered. The Rocket, which was 
the leading engine, struck him while he 
was still in doubt where to flee. The 
wheels went over his leg ani thigh, and 
he expired that evening. The accident 
cast a deep gloom over the day’s festivity. 
The trip was concluded, that the people 
waiting along the line might not bu disap­ 
pointed, but all rejoicing and gayety were 
at an end. The next day the railway was 
opened for passenger traffic and carried 
one hundred and forty persons from Liver­ 
pool to Manchester in two hours. The 
original calculations of the construction 
had been based on probable returns from 
heavy merchandise 
traffic—coal, cotton 
ami iron. They had formed no high esti­ 
mate of emolument from transporting pas­ 
sengers. But tbe railway was hardly 
opened before an average of 1,200 persons 
daily wero willing to trust it with their 
lives. In a few years it was found that 
tbe enormous traffic was too heavy for the 
original rails, and it became necessary to 
relay tbe road at considerable expense. 
But though September lo, 1830, is the 
greatest day in railroad annals, being that 
on which the world’s first railroad was 
opened complete, oar own Maryland rail­ 
road preceded the Liverpool and Manches­ 
ter in utility. The first sod of the Balti­ 
more and Ohio railroad was broken for its

Rever­ 
ence, taste and delicacy may enter into his 
character. 
Ile is simply a coward, a social 
poltroon. 
Ile has a natural tremulosity. 
lie is ashamed ol his own lather. Aud as 
this weakness is no sooner felt than known, 
he becomes the sport and the vic­ 
tim of society, and its cats toss him as they 
woald a mouse, A season at a watering 
place 
must be to him a sort of mental 
lunatics, a social varioloid, a continual hor­ 
net’s nest—whom to know ; whom not to 
know; whom to b5w low to, whom to not 
bow at all to; whom to court, and whom to 
avoid—who can tell all the terrible altern­ 
atives ! Rut, the vulgar snob is far more 
disagreeable, but not half so uncomfortable 
to himself. For be^may nave a sort ut 
brutal courage. He is apt to be a foreigner 
of ignoble antecedent, misled by wealth to 
a high position in this laud, which In. 
could never hold in bis own, His tyranny 
is enormous if he gets power, his aubscr- 
viency supreme if he is kept down.

en. who hold society in the palm of their 
hands, may be cruel but they are not snobs. 
Old Tabbies put down young pussies;

Some women have it; others have it not. 
Whether from temptation or otherwise, 
women often fail from belga as great or as 
good as they shoulu be, but their tempta­ 
tion toward snobbery seems less than that 
of men.

J o h n n y C lem . “ T h e D rum m er 
o f Chickamauga.** 
From the State Journal. 
There are but few people who lived 
during the late war, and 
read current 
events, who aru not familiar with the bril­ 
liant achievem ent made, aud the invin­ 
cible spirit and soldierly qualities dis­ 
played, by the boy soldier known as "Lit 
tie Johnny Clem, the drummer Poy ol 
Chickamauga.*’ 
His ac’s have been re­ 
corded in many histories oi the war. Load­ 
ing speaks ol him as probably the young­ 
est person who ever bore arms in battle/’ 
and every incident connected with his 
army life por^e ses peculiar interest to the 
people in general. That interest will be 
still greater with our people when it is 
known that he is now a resident of Wis­ 
consin. Such being the ct «e, we propose 
to give a Uriel sketch oi his entrance into 
the army, and ut his subsequent life. 
John L. Clem was born in Newark, 
Ohio, August 1J. 1851. 
Ile had lost his 
mother, and in May, l^Gl, before he was 
ten years old—when he was so small he 
might have been placi J inside of a regu­ 
lation drum—offered his 
services as a 
drummer lo the third Ohio regiment; but 
was rejected on account of his size and 
tender age. The tittle hero went out on 
the same train with the regiment, and 
meeting the 22J Michigan regiment, o f­ 
fered his services to that and was anam 
rejected; but with undaunted spirit an I 
determination, he followed the fortunes ol 
the regiment, until at length he was beat­ 
ing the “long roll” in front oi Shiloh, in 
April, 1802, where his soldierly spirit so 
won the confidence and admiration oi tile 
officers oi the regim ent, that, in June or 
July, 1802, he was enlisted at Covington, 
Kentucky, as a drummer, aod served af­ 
ter wards as a “marker.” 
At Shiloh his drum was em as Ii cd by a 
puce ol shell, which won lor him the ap­ 
pellation of “JoLnny Shiloh,” as a tittle oi 
distinction tor b’s fearless manner In the 
bloody battle. 
It was at Chickamauga, 
that held of glory aud renown ior Gen. 
Thornes, he received the title of “The Little 
Drummer! Boy of Chickamauga,” under 
which he bm par^etl into history, aud his 
name arid title will live forever, in cornice 
tion with bravo acts perloruied by him, 
which for coolness and undaunted valor, 
dud no parallel oh the pages ol ancient or 
modern warfare iii one so young. 
We 
give one act, whice won for him the high­ 
est metd i f praise from KosecraLS and 
Thomas, and every other officer aud private 
in the Army of the Cumberland. 
At the battle ol 
Chickamauga, little 
Johnny Clem, having just passed his tweltli 
year, exchanged the ‘long roll’ of the drum 
for the ‘brisk fire’ of the deadly musket; 
aud on the 2Jd day of {September, 1?0 >, 
when the line ol battle wes alout being 
formed, our Little Drummer Boy, now 
acting as a 'marker/ might have been seen 
with his trusty little musket, as it aiter- 
ward proved, which had been shortened 
for his use, seated jupon a |casson, side by 
with artillerymen, going to the trout to 
form the line and face the coming storm 
of death in common with others. Tnt* 
line being formed, he now took his posi­ 
tion in the ranks, and with his true and 
trusty little musket began 
putting in the 
periods 
quite 
on his 
own 
account, 
Blazing away c le e to the ground Ilk-* 
fire-fly 
in 
the 
grass. 
At 
the close of the day, when the army was 
retiring towards Chattanooga, the brigade 
to which little Johnny belonged was or­ 
dered lo hold Us ponton, but, being after­ 
ward surrounded by the rebels, a demand 
for its surrender wes made directly alter 
its charge had been repulsed, when a rebel 
colonel rode up to our little hero, who 
could not fall back as rapidly es the rest 
ct ihe line, and made a special demand oi 
him: 
“H alt! ^Surrender! you d 
d 
little Yankee sod oi a t 
h !” Still com­ 
ing with his sword drawn upon little John­ 
ny, who had Dow brought Irs musket to 
an “order arms,” and, in doing which, 
slipped his hand down the barrel aud cc ek­ 
ed it while at “order,” when our little 
hero uninspired to obedience ut the chaste 
summons he had just received, suddenly 
swung up h*s mi15ket to the position oi 
charge bayonet” and fired, when lo I our 
Little David brought 
down the proud 
Collab, who fell from b s raddle, his lips 
fresh bt uned with the reproachful epithet 
he had just flung upon a mother’s grave in 
the hearing of her child. 
Simultaneously 
with the preiormance ol Hrs brilliant deed, 
the regiment to which Little Johnny be­ 
longed was fired into by the surrounding 
rebels, when he fell, ss though he had been 
shot, and laid there until darkness closed 
in, when he arose ..and made b's way 
Chattanooga after the rest of the army. 
Now all h'story may be searched in vain 
for an instance of such torethougbt, cour­ 
age and self-reliance as this, and which 
alone Hrs given this child soldier an lm- 
m riality of fame es one of the m en heroic 
characters of the war. 
A reference to 
th is most daring act in the papers of the 
day was the first intimation irs family had 
received oi b’s 
whereabou’i durmg h’s 
two years and upwards of absence. 
Upon one occt non, when asked, “ Why 
he Jai I aside his drum and took up the 
musket ?” he replied, “IS :ause I did not 
like to stand and be shot at without shoot­ 
ing back J” And during the battle of 
Chickamuogs, he said to some one ol his 
comrades that he “did not *utend to be 
captured by any one man,” and he kept 
his promise. 
For his heroic conduct, tho little drum­ 
mer boy wss made Sergeant by Hc ecrans, 
and attach! d to the Headquarters of the 
Army of the Cumberland ; aud a daugh­ 
ter ot Chief Justice Chase presented nim 
with a silver medal, lur bribed : “Sergeant 
Johnny Clem, Twenty-second Michigan 
Volunteer Infantry, trom 
N. M. 
C ./’ 
which he worthily 
weers, 
as a'pncc 
I s badge of honor, upon his let! breast 
In connection with Irs Grand Army meda’. 
In a lew days after lilt'c Johnny’s ar­ 
rival at Chattanooga, our tiny gunner was 
captured, with other*, whilst detailed to 
aul in bringing up the supply trains from 
Bridgeport, Ala., and held ’n captivity for 
sixty-three days, during which time he 
wi’s kept on the move, uutil he W; a ut 
length paroled down near Tallaha ee, 
Fla., and sent to Camp Chase for exchange, 
which Wi s not compil'd with.

Upon the 
latter ( CCJSiOD. he was in the act of de- 
I leering a dispatch from General Thomas 
I t > General Logan, at Atlanta, when a bad 
struck his little pony obliquely near the 
top of his head, killing bim and wounding 
his ii arless rider rn the right ear. 
lie is 
I held in the highest estimation by all the 
I officers and men of the Army of the Cum­ 
berland, and General Thomas was his fast 
iriend and correspondent up to the time 
of his death. 
Atter the war closed, Johnny Clem went 
to school and graduated at the Newark 
high school. 
Iu 1871, General Grant, who 
had kept watch of the movements of the 
little drummer boy, appointed him a sec­ 
ond lieutenant rn the army, uud he was 
promoted to be first lieutenant in 1871. 
lie graduated at the artillery school at 
Fortress Monroe in 1875. 
His services in 
the arm}’, with the exception of 
the time 
he was at the artillery school, have been 
mainly in the wilds oi Texas and on the 
lower Wo Grande border. 
We have been thus careful in giving, at 
the present time, this history—first, because 
it will revive pleasant recollections, and 
second, because, as before remarked, the 
little hero is now doing excellent work in 
Wisconsin.

Professor of Military Science and Tactics 
at the Galesville University, in June last 
aud that gentleman is now on duty at that 
popular aud very excellent institution 
Under its present organization, til ere is 
every reason to believe the Galesville Uni­ 
versity will receive a liberal patronage 
from Wisconsin and adjoining Mates.
